“(C) For each fiscal year, the Secretary shall reim-
burse the Administrator of the Small Business Administra-
tion in an amount necessary to cover any cost incurred by
the Office of Hearings and Appeals of the Small Business
Administration for actions taken by the Office under this
paragraph. The Administrator is authorized to accept such
revmbursement. The amount of any such reimbursement
shall be determained jointly by the Secretary and the Admain-
wstrator and shall be provided from fees collected by the Sec-
retary under multiple-award schedule contracts. Any dis-
agreement about the amount shall be resolved by the Direc-
tor of the Office of Management and Budget.”.

(2) EFFECTIVE DATE.—Paragraph (8) of sub-

section (f) of title 38, United States Code, as added
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by paragraph (1), shall apply with respect to a
verification decision made by the Secretary of Vet-
erans Affairs on or after the date of the enactment of
this Act.
SEC. 505. GAO REVIEW OF THE OFFICE OF GOVERNMENT
CONTRACTING AND BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT
OF THE SMALL BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION.
(a) STUDY.—Not later than 60 days after the date of
the enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General of the
Unated States shall initiate a review of the Office of Govern-
ment Contracting and Business Development of the Small
Business Administration. Such review shall examine—

(1) the extent to which the personnel of the Small
Business Administration who carry out procurement
and business development programs report to the Of-
fice of Government Contracting and Business Devel-
opment;

(2) whether greater efficiency and consistency in
the certification process of procurement and business
development programs could be achieved by creating
a single organizational unit of employees to process
all certifications required by procurement and busi-
ness development programs;

(3) whether greater efficiency and efficacy in the

performance of procurement and business development
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programs could be achieved by improving the align-
ment of the field personnel assigned to such programs;

(4) how the Office of Government Contracting
and Business Development could vmprove its staffing
of requlatory drafting functions and its coordination
with the Federal Acquisition Regulatory Council to
ensure timely rulemaking by the Small Business Ad-
mainistration; and

(5) any other areas in which the Comptroller

General determines that the Small Business Adminis-

tration could improve its performance with respect to

procurement and business development programs.

(b) REPORT—Not later than 1 year after initiating
the review required by paragraph (1), the Comptroller Gen-
eral shall submit a report including the results of the re-
view, along with any recommendations for vmprovements
or other suggestions with respect to procurement and busi-
ness development programs, to the Committee on Small
Business of the House of Representatives and the Commattee
on Small Business and Entrepreneurship of the Senate.

(¢c) PROCUREMENT AND BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT
ProGrAM DEFINED.—In this Act, the term “procurement
and business development program’™ means a program re-

lated to procurement or business development established
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under section 7, 8, 15, 31, 36, 44, 45, or 46 of the Small
Business Act (15 U.S.C. 631 et seq.).
SEC. 506. REQUIRED REPORTS PERTAINING TO CAPITAL
PLANNING AND INVESTMENT CONTROL.

The information described in 11302(c)(3)(B)(1t) of
title 40, Unated States Code, shall be submaitted to the Sen-
ate Commattee on Small Business and Entrepreneurship
and the Committee on Small Business of the House of Rep-
resentatives within 10 days of transmittal to the Director.
SEC. 507. GAO REVIEW OF SURETY BONDS.

Not later than 60 days after the date of the enactment
of this Act, the Comptroller General of the United States
shall mitiate a review of surety bonds as they apply to fed-
eral small business procurement contracts. The review shall
examine how frequently bonding requirements are waived
by federal agencies, an explanation of the standard and
process for waiving the requirements, an explanation of the
review process for such waivers, and in cases when bond
requirements are wawved, how results compare to instances
where requirements are not wawved, and the process that
whastleblowers go through when instances of fraud related

to surety bonds are reported.
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
